oid boy tipped over a can of gaso- 
line Tuesday night, touching oK an 
explosion that killed rix persons 
in a ba«*T>»nt home at Highland 
Heights, 18 miles west of Pontiac. 


The blast wiped out a family of 


four and killed two members of 
another family. 


Dead on arrival at Pontiae Gen- 


eral Hospital were: 


Samuel Fowler, 29; his 3-year-old 


Jeannie; Robert Zeiler, 
23; his wife, Anita, 22; and their 
two children. Gloria Jean. 7 
months, and Robert Jr., 19 months. 


State police said neither the blast 


nor the resulting fire caused the 
six deaths. The victims suffocated 
when the sudden blast snuffed out 
all the oxygen in the room. 


The explosion occurred while 


Zeiler and Fowler were cleaning 
automobile parts with gasoline in 
Zeller's three-room home. It shat- 
tered windows and caused heavy 
damage to the inside of the house-

gen.

Chiang's Dream 


Now that the Tachen Islands have been successfully 


evacuated without incident, we face the far more difficult 
dilemma of what to do about the Quemoy and Matsu islands 
off the China mainland. It will be something of a minor 
miracle if we can solve this problem without damage to our 
cause.We start, of course, with the proposition that we are 
determined to defend and hold Formosa and the adjacent 
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FEATURES 


oc^uv*. it is our plan to use American air and naval 


forces in this defense, but to rely on Chinese Nationalist 
ground troops rather than commit our own. 
Third, should the Nationalist troops fail in their assign- 


ment for one reason or another, we would be faced with the 
choice of abandoning Formosa to the Communists or throw- 
ing American soldiers into the breach. 
* 
» 
» 


This brings us right to the sticker: Whether the Na- 


tionalist Chinese have the will to carry out their Formosa 
assignment may very likely depend on the fate of the Matsus 
and Quemoys. 
The American military view is that these islands are 


useful but not essential to the protection of Formosa. But 
to Chiang Kai-shek and his men, they are the last remaining 
visible props supporting the Nationalist dream of a return 
to the mainland." Let them fall, and the dream will collapse. 


If that should happen, the general belief in official 


Washington is that the "Nationalists' morale would also crum- 
ble. Chiang's men are Chinese and their one sustaining 
thread is the hope of going home. They are not eager to de- 
fend Formosa unless that operation is linked with a return to 
the mainland. 
*

If their morale were to disintegrate, the ground defense 


of Formosa might be feeble. Worse, there might be sweeping 
defections among Nationalists who saw that course as the 
one way to get back home. It would not be the first time 
defections had played an important part in the long Chinese 
civil war. In the mainland combat which ended in 1949. the 
Nationalists often yielded men and arms to the Reds in whole- 
sale lots 


Evidently we don't want to defend the Quemoys and 


Matsus on the very doorstep of Red China. But if we don't, 
we may soon face a showdown on the future of Chiang's 
armies, which we selfishly view as useful in the free world's 
defense. 


Yet perhaps this is a crisis that is fast approaching any- 


way. Even granting that the Quemoys and Matsus were 
held, one may wonder how long Chiang and his aging forces 
could cling to the fragile notion they are going back to over- 
throw the Reds by force. 


Maybe we ought to let the dream be exposed for the 


empty thing it is, and begin making new calculations for 
the land defense of Formosa. The Nationalists just might 
surprise us and decide that freedom there is better than 
slavery at home.

the comfortable feeling that they are greatly different. 


They should afford even less comfort to the glib individ- 


uals who pooh-pooh this growing problem and, with a shrug, 
say simply that "kids wiE, be kids."

AEC Tells Dangers 
OfH-Bomb 
'Cloud9 


Grim Revelations Serve 
To Intensify Warnings 


WASHINGTON &—If a hydro- 


gen bomb of the type the United 
States tested almost a year ago 
should explode over your house, 
the drifting poison cloud would kill 
*11 exposed persons up to no miles- 
downwind. 


Perhaps 5 to 10 persons would 


die out of every 100 as far as 190 
miles away in the direction the 
wind was blowing. This deadly 
zone of radiation would be in the 
shape of a long cigar up to 20 
miles wide. 


There would be senous danger 


in an area of 7.000 square miles. 
By comparison, the state of New 
Jersey contains 7.836 square miles. 


Would Reduce 1'erii 


But, the Atomic Energy Commis- 


sion (AEO said late Tuesday in 
reporting 
these estimates, any 


kind of shelter would reduce the 
peril. 


After an intensive study of the 


radiation effects from the H-bomb 
detonated at Bikini Atoll in the 
Pacific last March 1, the AEC re- 
ported that: 


1. An area about 140 by 20 miles 


was so contamniated by radioac- 
tive particles from the cloud drift- 
ing downwind that no one m it 
would have survived unless he fled 
to shelter or took protective 
measures. 


2. At a point 10 miles downwind 


from the detonation, the radiation 
was estimated at 5.000 roentgens, 
the scale used to measure radia- 
tion, for 36 hours after the poison 
rain had dn'ted past. For com- 
parison, 450 roentgens in one day 
can be fatal. 


Urge* Precaution 


3. But if a similar explosion oc- 


curred where people had warning, 
took shelter, were careful about 
food and water and cleaned up as 
soon as possible, the casualty list 
could be cut sharply. The intensity 
of radiation would be cut in half 
within an ordinary frame house, 
even more in one of brick or stone. 
A basement would reduce radia- 
tion effect to one-tenth. And an

4. At 180 miles away, contami- 


nation might bring death to 50 per 
cent of the people who failed to 
take protection measures; 5 to 10 
per cent might die at distances as 
far as 190 miles. 


An accompanying statement by 


AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
appeared to dismiss contentions 
that hydrogen bomb tests are so 
dangerous that no more should be 
held. One paragraph said: 


"Until the possibility of an atom- 


ic attack against us is eliminated 
by a workable international plan for 
general disarmament, the study 
and evaluation of the effects of 
weapons which might be used 
against us and the improvement 
of our means of self-defense are a 
paramount d u t y of our govern- 
ment." 


Rh»k Involved 


With an apparent eye to worries 


expressed in Britain and in Japan, 
where one fisherman died follow- 
ing the Bikini test, the AEC said: 


"Inevitably, a certain element of 


nsk is involved in the testing of 
nuclear weapons . . . The degree 
of risk must be balanced against 
the great importance of the test 
programs to the security of the 
nation and of the free world . . . 
None of the extensive data collect- 
ed from all tests shows that resid- 
ua! radioactivity :s being concen- 
trated in dangerous amounts any- 
where in the world outside the 
tesang area." 


The total amount of radiation 


received by residents of the United 
States from all conventional and 
hydrogen atomic tests up to now. 
including those conducted by the 
United States. Russia and Britain, 
is only about that received in a 
normal'chest X-ray, the AEC as- 
serted. 


Le«s Positive 


The commission was optimistic, 


but less positive, about long-range 
effects of cumulative radioaction 
on children born of parents ex- 
posed to radiation. The commis- 
sion said there is "a rather wide 
range" of opinion on this subject 
but that its medical advisers be- 


lieve the small amount of addition- 
al exposure of Americans from the 
weapons testing program "will not 
seriously affect the genetic consti- 
tution of human beings." It added 
that "nevertheless, we are con- 
tinuing our thorough study of the 
entire Question . . ."
